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PRESIDENT  ALSTON  ELLIS 


President  Alston  Ellis,  for  twenty 
years  the  head  of  the  Ohio  University, 
died  after  an  illness  of  but  an  hour 
on  Sunday  evening,  November  12, 
aged  73  years.  He  was  born  in  Ken- 
ton County,  Kentucky,  in  1847  and 
graduated  at  Miami  University  in  1867. 

From  that  time  until  his  death,  a 
period  of  fifty-three  years,  he  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  educational  work. 
His  first  service  was  in  Covington  and 
Newport,  Kentucky.  Twice  was  he 
Superintendent  of  the  Schools  in  Ham- 
ilton, in  1871-79  and  1887-92.  From 
1880  until  1887  he  was  at  the  head 
of  the  schools  of  Sandusky.  For  eight- 
years,  1892-1900,  he  was  president  of 
the  State  Agricultural  College,  of  Colo 
rado,  at  Fort  Collins.  Since  1901  he 
has  been  President  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versiUi". 

President  Ellis  was  many  times  rec- 
ognized in  various  associations  of  an 
educational  nature,  by  holding  official 
positions  or  appearing  on  the  pro- 
grams.   He  was  In  demand  as  a  speak- 


er and  the  most  of  his  literary  activity 
was   expressed   in   the   making   of  ad 
dresses  before  different  bodies. 

When  Dr.  Ellis  came  to  Ohio  to  as- 
sume the  Presidency,  there  were  aboat 
three  hundred  students,  and  he  lived 
to  see  this  enrollment  increased  ten- 
fold within  his  administration  as  Presi- 
dent. There  were  but  five  buildings  in 
the  university  group  when  he  came  to 
Athens.  During  his  incumbency  the 
legislature  provided  money  to  erect 
many  new  buildings  of  the  finest  char- 
acter, to  increase  the  equipment  and  to 
add  thousands  of  dollars  yearly  in  ap- 
propriations. Since  1900,  the  group 
cf  buildings  has  grown  so  rapidly  that 
it  became  necessary  to  purchase  sites 
about  the  campus,  the  majority  of 
which  have  been  built  upon,  altho 
there  still  remain  half  a  dozen  fine 
locations  which  are  owned  by  the 
TTniversity  and  are  available  for  build- 
ing. 
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Ellis  Hall,  the  splendid  brick  build- 
ing for  the  State  Normal  College,  was 
named  for  President  Ellis  and  was 
one  of  the  first  buildings  to  be  erected 
in  his  regime.  Since  that  time  the 
Science  building  on  President  street, 
the  gymnasium,  the  _Carnegie  Library, 
the  heating  system,  Lindley  Hall,  Boyd 
Hall,  the  Training  School,  the  Agri- 
cultural building  and  other  buildings 
have  been  erected.  The  university 
plant  has  spread  to  all  the  streets  ad- 
joining the  campus. 

Prom  a  mere  handful  of  instructors 
at  Ohio,  the  faculty  has  grown  to  the 
proportion  which  is  necessary  to  care 
for  one  of  the  largest  student  bodies  in 
the  state  of  Ohio.  The  payroll  in- 
creased correspondingly  until  it  has 
now  reached  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  yearly. 

The  funeral  of  President  Ellis,  held 
■on  Wednesday  afternoon  following  his 
death,  was  largely  attended.  There 
was  a  wealth  of  floral  offerings,  among 
them  one  from  Governor  James  M. 
Cox.  Rev.  A.  Y.  Wilcox,  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  conducted  the  services, 
assisted  by  other  local  pastors.  Ad- 
dresses were  made  by  President  W. 
O.  Thompson,  of  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, and  Dean  E.  W.  Chubb,  who 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  stu-. 
•dent^. 

The  body  of  the  President  was  placed 
temporarily  in  the  receiving  vault  at 
the  Athens   cemetery. 

The  following  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  faculty  of  the  University  and 
sent  to  Mrs.  Ellis  attest  the  regard  in 
which  the  late  President  was  held  by 
his   colleagues : 

"Life  is  the  supreme  gift  of  nature. 
Human  life  is  the  culmination  of  God's 
handiwork.  The  crowning  glory  of 
eai'th,  the  richest  benefaction  from 
Heaven  to  man,  is  a  life  of  kindly 
spirit  and  of  active  hands. 

"Alston  Ellis  entered  upon  the  presi- 
dency of  Ohio  University  in  the  au- 
tumn of  1901.  These  were  days  when 
the  limitations  of  the  college  were 
manifest  and  when*  the  executive 
oflSces  were  difficult  to  perform.  In 
these  early  years  the  President's  first 
concern,  as  well  as  controlling  motive, 
was  to  intensify  the  worthy  intellecual 
life  he  found  here  and  to  lift  the  in- 
stitution into  the  prominence  to  which 
it  was  justly  entitled.  The  success 
that  has  rewarded  his  endeavors  is 
everywhere  evident. 


"President  Ellis  believed  in  the  vir- 
tue of  hard  work.  For  this  he  pos- 
sessed a  remarkable  capacity.  From 
early  until  late  he  was  found  at  his 
desk,  considering  whatever  question 
needed  attention  and  accomplishing 
the  various  tasks  usual  in  the  life 
of  an  executive.  This  was  one  of  the 
pleasures  of  his  life;  the  conscious- 
ness of  work  well  done  was  his  su- 
preme pleasure.  Nor  are  his  colleagues 
forgetful  of  his  persistency,  his  stoic 
self-control,  in  doing  his  work  when 
harassed  and  handicapped  by  physical 
suffering.  It  was  a  phase  of  his  prac- 
tical religion  to  work  and  not  com- 
plain. 

"As  friend  and  counselor  he  desired 
to  prove  constructive  and  helpful.  His 
best  judgments  were  enlisted  with  the 
deserving  cause.  His  optimism  was  a 
stimulus  for  ardent  effort;  his  faith 
in  Ohio  University  an  encouragement 
to  greater  zeal. 

"His  dominating  ideal  was  his  so- 
licitude for  the  higher  welfare  of  the 
student  body.  How  to  serve  the  stu- 
dents, how  to  assist  them  in  enlarging 
their  viewpoint,  how  to  make  them 
fully  comprehend  the  serious  obliga- 
tions in  training  for  citizenship,  ani- 
mated much  that  he  said  and  all  that 
he  thought.  To  them  his  loyalty  was 
beyond  question.  With  President  Ellis 
the  actuating  and  abiding  sentiment 
was  "Ohio  University  first." 

"For  almost  twenty  years  he  has  la- 
bored among  us.  Many  of  us  knew 
that  he  was  looking  forward  with  eager 
anticipation  to  the  days  when  he  could 
be  relieved  of  the  burdens  of  executive 
routine  and  give  himself  over  to  the . 
joys  of  freer  intellectual  life.  Such  a 
privilege  destiny  did  not  allot  him. 

"The  shock  of  his  removal  silences 
attempts  at  words.  Yet  it  is  only  in 
this  inadequate  manner  that  we,  as 
representatives  of  the  Faculty  of  Ohio 
University,  can  convey  to  you  our 
deepest  sympathy  in  your  hour  of  be- 
reavement and  to  express  only  some 
part  of  our  genuine  appreciation  of 
the  noble  and  magnanimous  life  and 
character   of    President   Alston   Ellis."

Spicer  Patrick  graduated  in  1860; 
Bill  Wilson  at  the  end  of  his  Sopho 
more  year  left  college  about^  the  same 
time.  A  year  or  more  afterward  I 
was  awakened  about  two  o'clock  one 
morning  by  some  one  in  my  room,  in 
the  East  Wing,  who  shouted  "Hello 
Hat!  it's  Bill."  So  I  rose  to  hear  Bill 
Wilson  tell  his  story,  how  he  had 
started  to  go  down  into  Kentucky  to 
.  find  a  job  as  teacher.  He  had  stopped 
at  a  hotel  in  Maysville  where  people 
in  great  excitement  were  eagerly  dis 
cussing  the  policies  of  the  new  presi 
dent,  Abraham  Lincoln.  One,  luckless 
fellow  in  the  crowd  admitted  that  he 
was  a  Republican  and  was  immediately 
seized,  led  to  the  tar-barrel  and  cov- 
ered from  head  to  foot  with  its  con- 
tents. When  Bill  had  witnessed  this 
performance,  he  decided  that  he  had 
no  call  to  teach  school  in  Kentucky. 
"And  now,"  said  he,  "I  am  back  here 
V  looking  for  a  chance  to  enlist.  1  am 
going  to  take  the  first  musket  I  can 
find  and  go  back  there  to  teach  in  a 
different  capacity."  He  soon  found 
what  he  was  looking  for  in  the  Third 
Ohio  Regiment  which  was  forming  at 
Athens. 

Some  three  years  afterward  I  met 
Bill  Wilson  down  on  the  Tennessee 
river.  This  time  we  were  army  com- 
rades and  I  was  his  guest;  and  as  we 
feasted  on  Bill's  rations  of  hardtack 
and  beans,  he  explained  to  me  how  it 
happened  that  the  regiment  was  there 
with  only  one  commissioned  officer. 
They  had  been  on  the  raid  led  by  Col. 
Straight  of  the  51st  Indiana.  Some- 
where down  in  Georgia  they  were 
overwhelmed  by  a  large  force  of  the 
enemy,  pursued,  harrassed,  and  sur- 
rounded; after  fighting  and  dodging 
continuously  for  some  five  days,  with 
heavy  hearts  and  light  haversacks, 
they  finally  threw  up  the  sponge  and 
eurrendered. 

Among  the  troops  that  captured 
them  was  the  54th  Virginia  Regiment. 
The  members  of  this  regiment,  when 
they  saw  the  famished  condition  of 
their  prisoners,  went  to  work  and  pre- 
pared for  them  the  best  meal  that  the 
Confederate  commissary  could  afford. 
The  officers  of  the  captured  regiment 
were  sent  to  Libby  prison,  the  enlisted 
men  turned  loose  on  parole.     And  so 


the  3rd  Ohio,  commanded  by  non-com- 
missioned officers,  but  filled  with  grati- 
tude and  Confederate  corn-bread,  set 
out  for  Chattanooga.  Meantime  Lieut. 
Dave  Kessinger,  who  had  been  away 
on  leave  of  absence,  returned  to  duty 
and  was  there  at  Kelly's  Ford  in  com- 
mand of  the  regiment.  Now,  during 
that  month  of  November,  1863,  many 
things  had  taken  place.  Hooker,  com- 
ing up  the  river  had  restored  the 
"cracker  line"  to  the  great  joy  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland.  Grant  was- 
there.  Sherman  also  had  come  with 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee.  Thomas's 
men  had  scaled  the  heights  of  Mission 
Ridge  and  won  a  spectacular  victory^, 
in  which  many  Confederate  prisoners 
were  taken.  Among  the  gray  columns 
that  were  being  marched  down  to  the 
ferry  under  guard,  the  Ohio  boys  dis- 
covered the  54th  Virginia.  ImmediRte- 
ly  these  men  of  the  Third  were  busy 
with  camp-kettles  and  pans,  gathering 
provisions  from  commissary  and  sut- 
ler stores,  with  which  they  spread  a 
grand  feast  to  repay  the  kindness  of 
their  generous  foe.  The  heavy  corn- 
pone  with  which  these  compassionate 
Virginians  had  fed  their  Yankee  pris- 
oners, if  cast  literally  upon  the  water 
would  certainly  have  sunk  to  the  bot- 
tom, but  metaphorically  it  was  not  so 
in  this  case.  It  returned  after  many 
days. 

And  so  these  Johnnies  went  cheer- 
fully away  to  their  prison  home  in  ths' 
North  "to  spend  the  winter,"  so  they 
said,  "as  Gen.  Bragg  had  promised 
them."  Here  if  I  were  writing  fiction, 
I  would  describe  a  meeting  between 
Sergt.  Patrick.  C.  S.  A.,  and  Sergt. 
Wilson,  U.  S.  A.,  but  unfortunately  for 
the  romance  of  my  story,  Sergt.  Pat- 
rick was  serving  in  another  part  of 
the  army.  He  was,  however,  not  for- 
gotten by  us,  in  our  conversation,  for 
we  had  heard  that  Spicer  was  at  the- 
front  with  his  gun,  as  he  had  promised 
to  be.  As  we  talked  of  the  ,)Id  days. 
Bill  said,  "I  would  give  three  month's 
pay  to  capture  Old  Pat."  Though 
Sergt.  Wilson  did  not  capture  Sergt. 
Patrick,  somebody  else  did  capture 
him,  as  I  afterward  learned.

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OUR  NEXT  PRESIDENT 


The  question  uppermost  in  tlie 
minds  of  students,  faculty,  alumni  and 
townspeople  these  days,  naturally  is, 
"Who  will  be  our  next  President  at 
O.  U?"  Certainly  such  a  question 
bespeaks  an  interest  in  the  welfare 
■of  the  college.  An  attitude  of  indiffer- 
ence would  not  augur  well  for  the  fu- 
ture. 

Upon  the  selection  of  our  next  ex- 
ecutive much  for  weal  or  woe  to  our 
Alma' Mater  depends.  The  Ohio  Uni 
versify  now  needs,  and  the  Alumni 
must  demand  the  ri^ht  man.  When 
the  right  man  is  found,  go  after  him 
and  get  him.  Such  a  one  will  com- 
mand the  united  support  of  all. 

In  the  first  place,  the  man  for  the 
job  should  be  s'ought.  The  active  can- 
didate who  himself  or  whose  friends 
conduct  a  propaganda  for  his  interest 
prejudices   his    case   at   once. 

There  are  several  types  of  men  who 
should  not  be  selected.  There  is  one 
type  that  should  be  chosen.  Represen- 
tatives of  such  a  type  do  exist.  There 
are  men  available  who  have  scholastic 
attainment,  who  know  what  a  college 
like  ours  with  its  traditions  and  its 
present  environment  should  be.  We 
want  a  man  who  will  give  O.  U.  pres- 
tige and  not  one  who  will  gain  pres- 
tige by  becoming  our  President.  We 
are  looking  for  a  man  who  will  do 
something  for  us,  because  we  need 
that  sort  of  thing. 

Dr.  Albert  Leonard,  Class  of  '88,  epi- 
tomizes our  thought  when  he  writes, 
"I  am  exceedingly  anxious  to  see  Ohio 
University  secure  as  its  next  President 
a  man  who  will  have  a  high  standing 
in  the  educational  world  as  a  scholar, 
as  a  gentleman,  and  as  an  executive. 
I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  the 
Ohio  University  will  have  as  its  presi- 
dent a  man  who  will  have  the  standing 
that  men  like  Thwing  of  Western  Re- 
serve, Ferry  of  Hamilton,  Bryan  of 
Colgate,  Thomas  of  Middlebury,  and 
Meicklejohn  of  Amherst  have,  not  to 
mention  such  men  as  Hibben  of  Prince- 
ton, Burton  of  Michigan,  and  James  of 
Illinois. 

"The  Ohio  University  should  have 
such  a  president  and  now  is  the  time 
to  find  the  right  man.  I  am  writing 
this  in  the  hope  that  everything  will 
be  done  that  can  be  to  keep  the  com- 
mittee from  choosing  some  showy, 
shallow,  and  spectacular  type  of  man 
for  the  position. 


"Whatever  is  done,  1  hope  that  the 
Ohio  University  will  find  as  its  presi- 
dent a  scholar  who  will  be  respected 
far  and  wide  because  of  his  ideals  of 
college  education. 

"I  have  no  candidates  whose  claims 
I  wish  to  press.  What  I  do  wish  to 
happen  is  the  selection  of  a  man  whom 
we  can  look  upon  with  respect  for 
his  character  and  attainments  and  in 
whose  policies  we  may  have  entire 
confidence." 

From  various  letters  received  at  the 
AIuiTini  Office  the.  statements  of  Dr. 
Leonard  seem  to  voice  the  general  sen- 
timent. And  from  what  your  secretary 
has  learned  of  the  intentions  of  the 
committee  of  Trustees  that  has  the 
initial  selection  of  our  new  executive, 
there  is  a  similar  purpose  in  view. 

The  officers  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion have  no  desire  to  dictate;  they 
only  wish  to  aid.  The  Association  as 
such  will  not  get  behind  any  individ- 
ual's candidacy.  That  would  be  neith- 
er good  nor  expedient  for  either  the 
Association  or  the  University.  There 
is  confidence  in  the  good  intentions 
of  the  Trustees  that  their  selection 
will  not  be  determined  by  either  poli- 
tics, sectarianism,  nepotism  or  any 
personal  feeling  for  or  against  an  in- 
dividual. Nothing  must  be  done  to 
either  divide  the  faculty  or  the  Alumni. 
Such  a  movement  will  provoke  disaster 
from  the  start.  There  is  a  century  of 
achievement  ahead  of  us,  more  glori- 
ous than  the  one  a-past.  Let  us  not 
be  blinded  by  the  personal  equation 
based  on  likes  or  dislikes.
